An Associated Press message from Sofia late 
last night stated:—Mr. George Rendel, the 
British Minister to Bulgaria, announced to- 
day: Ik relations are broken it will; be the 
first step towards carrying Bulgaria into the 
war. If we leave here Bulgaria will have to 
face the consequences of being a theatre of 
war. Adequate causes for breaking relations 
almost exist already.“ 

Mr. Rendel, who was addressing: a Press 
conference for British and American 
journalists, said: If relations are broken, 

ritain will declare war on Bulgaria before 
committing any hostile acts.“ 

Mr. Rendel went on: The principle of 
attacking occupied countries has already been 
established in Western Europe, and I think 
the same procedure would be followed here.“ 

Mr. Rendel said: ‘‘ Bulgaria met Germany 
over half-way. Many Germans are here in 
key positions. Technicians have crossed the 
Danube to supervise bridge moorings. Extra 
telephone wires are strung across the country. 
Villages already have been requisitioned for 
the German General Staff. 

“ The Bulgarian Army has been virtually 
mobilised, but it is not facing the German 
Army on the Danube.

Captain E. V. Rickenbacker, the famous 

erican air ace, was among those 
seriously injured when an Eastern Air Lines 
‘plane crashed six miles south of its destina- 
tion here to-day. 

Of the thirteen r which included 
Captain Rickenbacker, and the crew of three, 
four people were killed and five injured. 

A later message gave the number of 
casualties as seven killed and nine injured. 

The crash occurred when the liner was 
flying through low cloud seeking the airport 
and struck a wooden knoll. 

Among those killed was Mr. B. C. M. 
Van Der Hoop, an executive of the Billiton 
Tin Concern. He was on his way to Texas 
City to inspect a site for a tin smelter, for 
esterday arranged a $3,500,000 
(about £875,000) reconstruction finance cor- 
poration Joan. . 

Congress Representative William Byron, 
Democrat, of Maryland, and an English 
steward named Clarence Moore, are also 
reported killed. 

Captain Rickenbacker is still conscious, 
although he has a broken hip, several 
smashed ribs and a gash on the head. 

According to the Associated Press Captain 
Rickenbacker was given a slightly better 
than even chance to live.“ 

Rickenbacker, who is fifty, first became 
known as a motor racing driver. His flying 
career began during the last war, in which 
he was credited with having brought down 
25 machines. He won a number of decora- 
tions, including the Croix de Guerre, with 
four palms; the Medal of the Legion of 
Honour, the Distinguished Service Cross, with 
nine oak leaves, and the Congressional Medal 
of Honour. He is president and general 
manager of Eastern Air Lines, in one of 
whose ’planes he was travelling.

Remarkable scenes were witnessed at 88 
St. Munchin street, Island Field, Limerick, 
to-day, when a man named Fitzgerald, who 
had been discharged recently from Limerick 
Mental Hospital, ran amok. Early in the 
morning he attempted to attack a postman 
with a hatchet, and later in the day he 
chased his sister out of the house, locked 
and barricaded all the doors and then set 
the house on fire. 

Attempts were made to enter the house, 
residents in the area procuring ladders and 
showing great courage, but they were foiled 
time and again by Fitzgerald, who guarded 
the upper windows. 

Civic Guards from Mary street and the 
city fire brigade arrived, and found a large 
number of men throwing buckets of water 
into the lower rooms of the house, which by 
that time were blazing fiercely. 

At length the man became unconscious 
from the fumes of the burning house, and 
entry was gained by a man named Kenny, 
who brought him to safety. He was treated 
by a member of the fire rón EU and then 
taken to Mary Street Barracks to await re- 
committal to the mental hospital.

Captain Curran, as an officer in the Defence 
Forces, could not invoke the civil law against 
disciplinary action unless he established either 
a denial of natural justice or the violation of.

Curran had established neither. Captain 
Curran’s case reduced itself, on analysis, to 
a matter of procedure, not of substantive 
right. The military authority must be master 
of its own procedure, and he should exceed 
his authority if he were to attempt to thrust 
the curial practice of the High Courts upon 
the soldiers.
